FEARS FOR ENGLAND. 


Hp Itellette* Great Britain B ill AT in,

New York, May 4.— That disaster 
threatens < Jr.u t Britain as a result of 
th*- war iii the Transvaal is the belief of 
John W. Foster of Indiana, former sec­ 
retary of state. 
Mr. Foster has followed 
the m ilitary '>poratious in South Africa, 
m aking a -lose study of them aud at the 
same time giving keen scrutiny to af­ 
fairs in Europe. 
To a reporter of The 
Herald Mr. Foster said: 
“ It is much to lx- feared th at England 
is engaged in a protracted and, in tho 
end, an alarm ingly costly enterprise in 
her armed contention w ith the Boers. 
It is to Ihi anticipated that in the end, 
through the w eight of numbers and sn- 
pcrinr resources England will win, but 
th at will by no means end the struggle. 
At the present rat*1 progress is not only 
slow, but every day s delay m ust in­ 
crease rile difficulties of the situation, 
from a m ilitary point of view, and the 
same may be said w ith respect to a solu­ 
tion by diplomacy. 
" I t has l>een the history of all such 
struggles and England has been no ox- 
ception. Hint the disturbance of oonuner- 
cml relations and other questions, more 
or leas involved, very soou make nations 
restive. 
There m ight beno desire to in­ 
terfere on general principles, but the in- 
fiueu« e of the lnuuicml and commercial ( 
interests often compel governm ents to J 
aet from economical considerations. 
“ No one ca- tell w hat is going on at 
th is v e ry moment among the m aritim e 
and military p livers of E trope.
